make such progress and im provem ent 
in municipal affairs as is consistent 
with its growth, its prosperity and its 
demands, with a purpose of keeping 
taxation down to the lowest limit that 
econom y, 
conservatism 
and 
good 
judgm ent w ill allow, we heartily ap­ 
prove of the w ork of the past eight 
years of democratic 
administration,, 
through the agency of which our city 
has been transform ed from an over­ 
grow n vilage, with no apparent policy 
for its betterment, to that of a m od­ 
ern and beautiful city. 
O ur streets 
and alleys; our water w orks system ;

sanitary condition, have been replaced 
b y new buildings or additions to the 
old, so that every child of school age 
can be properly cared for.

for a great federation of all the em ­ 


ploying interests of the United States, 
i built on the lines of the Am erican 
I Federation of Labor, were advanced 
in Boston here after a speech 
by 
James W . Van Cleave of St. Louis, 
president of the National Association 
of Manufacturers. 
Mr. V a n Cleave 
startled 500 delegates to the annual 
convention of the 
National 
Metal 
Trades association by declaring cap­ 
ital everywhere must 
recognize 
la­ 
bor’s right to organize, this recogni­ 
tion being necessary before 
indus­ 
trial Am erica can hope to reach its 
fullest growth. 
T h e interests 
Mr. 
V an 
Cleave 
would consolidate 
for the advance­ 
ment of industrial peace and com m er­ 
cial supremacy represent a capitaliza­ 
tion of 
more 
than 
$2,000,000,000. 
More than a billion dollars of this is 
represented in Mr. C leave’s organi­ 
zation, to which he would weld the 
National Metal Trades, the National 
Typothetae, the 
National 
Founders, 
the National 
W holesale 
M erchant 
Tailors ’association and other bodies 


of magnitude. 
Said Mr. V an Cleave: “ Both em ­ 
ployers organizations and labor un­ 
ions have come to stay. 
Intelligent 
organization 
am ong 
em ployers 
is 
needed not only to enable us to deal 
with labor problems 
promptly and 
justly whenever they arise, but also 
to equip us to strengthen our indus­ 
trial position at home, so that we 
can win the 
constantly 
expanding 
markets abroad* which we will need 
in order to keep our shops busy and 
to provide labor for our workers. 
“ All 
the 
great national organiza­ 
tions of em ployers should come to­ 
gether in a spirit of mutual fraternity 
and establish 
a 
central 
body 
in 
which 
each 
would be 
represented. 
This body could deal with the inter­ 
ests common to all the organizations. 
T hes interests are not only large in 
number but 
titanic 
in 
magnitude. 
M oreover, they are rapidly expanding 
in each particular. 
“ O ne of 
the 
country’s 
greatest 
needs at this moment is the diffusion 
of education along sane lines. 
Social 
and political 
quackery 
should 
be 
rendered impossible by instilling into 
the minds of employers, workers and 
the general public, ideas which will 
show them that in the last analysis 
all their interests coincide and injury 
to any one element in society will re­ 
act on all. 
Pernicious 
Legislation 
Condemned 
“ O ne of the evils which every or­ 
ganization of em ployers is frequently 
called upon to combat is silly or per­ 
nicious legislation. 
Fads, follies and 
vices manage to register themselves 
in bills introduced in congress and 
the various state legislatures at every 
session. 
The dem ogogue 
and 
dis­ 
turber are alw ays with us and they 
are always active. 
“ In fighting its ills each organiza­ 
tion 
now 
acts 
separately. 
Each 
makes its own experiments and learns 
its own lessons from its own losses 
and the losses are frequent and hu­ 
miliating. 
T h e losses and humilia­ 
tions which beset us now can 
be 
avoided by co-operation.’’ 
A s 
a preliminary 
to 
settlements 
which will stay settled, 
Mr. 
V an 
Cleave told the 
convention, 
there 
must be, at the outset, a 
full 
and 
frank recognition of the fact 
that 
both capital and labor have duties as 
well as rights. 
A s an em ployer, he 
said, that all 
em ploying 
interests 
should act on the assumption that if 
labor leaders will eliminate unlawful 
and coercive methods they must be 
reckoned with as a fixture in A m eri­ 
ca’s business life. 
“ This is an age of concentration, 
combination, consolidation,’* resumed 
Mr. Van Cleave. 
“ L abor 
has 
as 
large an incentive and also as large a 
right to concentrate as has capital 
and capital must concede this right. 
A t the same time 
em ployers must 
aid in educating the workers, morally 
as well as intellectually, so that they 
will choose better officers than many 
of the grafters with which they have 
been afflicted in recent years. 
“ Let us have peace between w o rk ­ 
ers and em ployers on a basis of the 
recognition, fully and frankly, of the 
rights and duties of each.” 
Em ployers must w ork 
discreetly,

Would Educate all Workers 
Mr. V an Cleave said the diffusion 
of correct 
ideas 
among the 
wage 
earners of the country is one of the 
largest 
issues 
confronting 
public- 
spirited men today. 
B y educating the 
rank and file of the unions, he de­ 
clared, a w ay for the ousting of cor­ 
rupt labor leaders may be prepared. 
This done the speaker said it will 
be easy to reach an equitable agree­ 
ment between capital and labor. 
D iscussing agreements with labor 
Mr. Van Cleave expressed b e lie f-that 
nearly all em ployers 
favor 
agree­ 
ments with labor as making for stable 
business conditions over a term of 
years. 
This gives em ployers an op­ 
portunity to make contracts and to 
plan for a few years in advance. Such 
c o lle c tiv e 'bargaining, Mr. V an Cleave 
asserted, is losing favor because less 
has been accomplished than was e x ­ 
pected.
